An A& to explain a Paragraph inan A& 
of this Province made in the prefent 
Year of his Majefty’s, Reign, for the 
more {peedy finifhing the Land Bank or 
Manufaclory Scheme, 


HERE AS in and by an Att made and pafsd at the Seffion of this Court Preamble. 
held the twentieth Day of October laft intitled An Act for the more 
fpeedy finifhing the Land Bank or Manufaétory Scheme, it is..(among 
other Things) provided that the faid Ag ** thall not be adjudged or 
< conftrued to be intended to hinder the Poffefiors of any of the Manufactory 
<¢ Pills from making the fame Demands upon any of the late Direétors and 
“© Partners of the faid late Manufactory Company for the Redemption of the 
< faid Bills, as they might have made upon them before the Publication 
“ of the faid Aét, and that the Eftates of the faid Dire€tors and Partners 
“< thall be as liable to be attached at fuch Suits of the Poffeffors of the faid 
<< Bills or of any other juft Creditor, as they were before the making of the 
“< faid A&, any Thing therein contained to the contrary theteof in any wife 
< notwithftanding.” And in and by another Clause of the faid AC it 1s enacied, 
“ That whereas feveral Parcels of the faid Manutactory Bills may be lodged im 
“© fome or other of bis Majefty’s Courts of Fudicature within this Province. upon 
<< Fudgments obtained there by fome of the Poffeffors of juch Bills againft some of 
<“ the Direttors or Partners of the late Land Bank Company for tbe Redemption 
* of the faid Bills ; Toe Juftices of the faid Courts {hall within thirty Days 
“ after the Publication of that Act caule fuch Bills to be. delivered up to the 
& aforefaid Commiffioners with a Certificate of the Names of the Pofieflors 
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Scalers of Weights and Wealures.

«© faid late Company againft whom Judgment was obtained for the Redemp-

And whereas it may bave happened that fome of the Poffeffors of the faid 
Manufactory Bills who had before the making of the aforefaid AG obtained Fudg- 
ments in fome or otber of bis Majefty’s Courts of Fudicature within thisProvince 
againft fome of the Direttors or Partners of the faid late Manufaétory Company 
for the Value of fome of the faid Bills and Intereft due thereon, purfuant to the 
AUF of Parliament in that Cafe made and provided, and had thereupen lodged fuch 
Bills in the Court where they bad obtained fuch Fudgments, but had not then nor 
bave yet received Satisfaction upon thofe Judgments. 

And whereas fome Doubt has arifen whether the Fuftices of bis Majefty’s 
Courts of Judicature where any of the faid Manufattory Bills are lodged 
as aforefaid, are not diretted and bound by the laft recited Claufe of the 
aforefaid AB of this Court to deliver up all tbe fame without Exception 
jo the afore/aid Commiffioners, as well in Cafes where the latePoffeffors of the faid 
Bills who have obtained Fudgment in their Court for the Value of the fame and 
Intereft due thercon with Eofts of Suit, bave not received full Satisfatiion upon 
fuch Judgments, as in Cafes where they have received Satisfaction upon the fame ; 
Which Conftrubtion of the faid Claufe is contrary to and inconfifient with the plain 
Senfe of the herein before firft recited Claufe of the fame Att, and to the Intent and 
Meaning of the faid Act in general. r 


Now for removing the faid Doubt and preventing any Mifconftruction 
of the faid Aét in the Cafe before-mentioned : of 


Be it enated and Declared bp the Oovernout, Council andidoute 
of Reprefentatives, That the true Intent ad Meaning of the herein before 
recited Claules of the aforefaid A&t forthe more fpeedy finifhing of the Land 
Bank or Manufatéory Scheme, was at the Time of paffing the faid Act, and 
thall be adjudged, conftrued and taken to be, that fuch only, of the faid 
Manufaétory Bills, for the Value of which Judgments as aforefaid have been 
obtained, and the late Poffeffors have receive full Satisfaétion according to 
fuch Judgments, and it fo appears by the Records of the faid Courts, fhall be 
delivered out of any of the faid Courts of Judicature to the aforefaid Com- 
miffioners: Any Thing in the afore-recited Act to the contrary notwith- 
ftanding. i 


CHA, P. VII. 


An A& toenable Juftices of the Peace and 
Town Clerks to adminifter an Oath to 
Sealers of Weights and Mealures, &c, 
and to eftablith their Fees.

when chofen hall be prefented to the Court of General Seffions of ibe 
Peace to be fworn, which by Reafon of the Diftance of many Towns im this Pro- 
vince from amyfich Court, often accafions great Delay and unneceffary Troub.e.
